of the army : That, as ſoon as the fort was 


given up, the Engliſh troops were ſur- 
rounded by thoſe of the Nabob Tippo 
Sultan Bahadar, and made priſoners at diſ- 


cretion: That he (the Sepoy ) effected his 


eſcape by mixing with, and paſſing for one 
of, the enemy; and declared himſelf ready 


to be hanged, if detected in a falſehood.

May 13. 
The Fairford Indiaman failed for Bom- 


bay. A ſervant of the Commiſlary's eſcaped 
from the enemy, and arrived this night 


from Bedanore. He corroborated . the in- 
telligence given by thoſe Sepoys who arri- 
yed on the 9th and 12th inſtant. This 
perſon was alſo ordered into confinement, 
till ſuch time as the enemy, by their move- 
ments, left no room to doubt the authen- 
— * his information *. 
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TFTbeſe three men being on the WY met * at li- 
berty, immediately made their eſcape to the enemy; which, 
clearly proved that they had been ſent in (as was ſuſpected) 
with an intention to ſtrike a panic among the troops.

This evening, a body of the enemy, 
ſuppoſed to be about 5000, encamped up- 
on a hill, oppoſite to our out-poſt, and 
diſtant above two miles. 

Colonel Campbell (intruſted with the 
proviſional command in chief of all his 
| Majeſty” s and the Honourable the Com- 
pany's forces, ſerving on the coaſt of Ma- 
labar, by the Honourable the Governor 
and Select Committee of Bombay) iſſued 
orders for the troops to fleep. accoutred 
conſtantly during the night, and all out- 
poſts to be particularly vigilant. _ 

The grit n of a ſmall circular fort, 
(generally called the Octagon) which in 
| ſome meaſure commanded the entrance in- 
to both the northefn and ſouthern rivers, 
was augmented to 100 rank and file, Eu- 
ropeans and Sepoys, and the command given 
to a Subaltern in the Honourable the Com- 
pany's ſervice. 


May 19. 
Large bodies of the enemy hourly ar- 
rived in their camp; and, by five o clock 


in the evening, it was ſuppoſed that near 
B 2 the 
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the whole of the Nabob's army had come 
up. The front of their encampment ex- 
tended three miles from right to left. 
Small parties reconnoitred near our out- 


poſt, but no movement of conſequence 
was made by the enemy this day. Our 


out-poſt was fituated on a hill at random 


cannon- ſhot diſtance from the fort. It 
was extenſive, and formerly a flight re- 
trenchment had been thrown up round it. 
It commanded two of the moſt principal 
roads leading towards the fort, and, on 


that account, was an eligible poſt to main- 


tain : But, on the other hand, there were 
weighty objections againſt too long a per- 
ſeverance in its defence; and, by its not 
having been timely evacuated, we had near- 
ly loſt the laurels which the garriſon after- 
wards ſo gloriouſly won. Two battalions 
of Sepoys, with a few light iron guns, 
and the neceſſary number of European ar- 
tillery-men, (near half our force), were 
allotted for the protection of this out- 
poſt ; and their ſeveral ſtations were im- 
mediately choſen and pointed out, by Co- 
lonel Campbell, with a degree of {kill and

tions of that experienced, able, and ever 
to be lamented ſoldier. 

Working parties from our troops were 
call employed (a duty they under- 
went with great chearfulneſs) in throwing 
up retrenchments, cutting down trees, &c. 
&c.; and every poſſible precaution was ta- 
ken to ptevent ſurpriſe. © 4 
A European ſoldier this day deſerted 
from the enemy, and gave the following 
information: That Brigadier-general Ma- 
thews had, on the 27th of April, ſurren- 
dered that fortreſs, Colandroog and Ar- 
ranpore forts to the enemy : That Gene- 
ral Mathews's army was allowed to march 
out with all the honours of war, but that 
as ſoon as the rear of our troops had paſſed 
the outer gateway, three ban of the 
enemy's Sepoys took poſſeſſion of it, whilſt 
a conſiderable body of regulars diſarmed 
our troops, and obliged them to become 
priſoners at diſcretion, contrary to the moſt 
ſolemn treaty : That the Nabob Tippo 
Sultan mmm! in perfon the army now 
before Mangalore: That his brother Kir- 
rum Saheb, and. Mahomed Ally Caun, the 
favourite Commandant of his father the late

Hyder Ally, were alſo preſent : That the 


-enemy's ſtrength was fixty thouſand horſe ; 


thirty thouſand regular well-diſciplined Se- 
poys ; fix hundred French European infan- 
try, under the command of Colonel Coſig- 
nie; Monſieur Lally's corps, compoſed of 
Europeans and natives, and a French troop 
of European diſmounted cavalry, under 

the command of Monſieur Boodena, a 
Captain in the French ſervice; with near 
100 pieces of artillery, from four to twen- 
ty- four pounders; and irregulars: The 


whole ſuppoſed to exceed one hundred and 


forty thouſand fighting men . 

All the troops off duty were ordered for 
the future to repair to the alarm-poſt every 
en Jon before day- break. 


OR May 50. . 
At day-light, a body of the enemy, 
eonfiſting of about three thouſand infantry, 


and a ſmall number of horſe, were diſco- 
yered on the line of march, oe ths. our 


— — 
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of their encampment, moving round the 
hill on which was our advanced poſt, at the 
diſtance of one mile and an half, Three 
guns were obſerved to accompany them. 
About noon; their front had gained the 
banks of the river to the northward of the 
fort, along which they advanced, and o- 
bliged a ſmall party of ours to retreat to a 
breaſt-work, thrown up acroſs. the main 
ſtreet of the bezar, which effectually ſtop- 
ped their progreſs. A conſtant irregular 
fire of muſketry was kept up by the ene- 
my, to draw our attention from works we 
obſerved they were conſtructing, from the 
banks of the river to the right of. the be- 
zar. A light gun was very frequently fired, 
with an intention to interrupt their Work- 
ing people; but it did nat prevent their 
.continuance. About five O clock in the 
afternoon, the enemy btought one gun to 
bear. upon ours, but fired only a few rounds. 
Captain Cam pbell of the ggth .regiment, 
Who commanded in the bezar, was, about 
this time, - mortally wounded. by 
Three guns were, in the afternoon of 
this day, brought from their main body to 
our left, ants vg party of the enemy

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| -encamped about two miles and a half to 
the northward of the fort. Several prin- 
cipal officers were obſerved to paſs from 
their firſt encampment to our left, and 
were alf ſeen reconnoitring in front of 4 our 
breaſt-work in the bezar. ; 9 
During the night the enemy were -buſily 
on in conſtructing batteries, and 
kept ſmall parties in front to ſkirmiſh. 
Several judicious arrangements were this 
day made for the convenience of the troops 
in garriſon, and nothing was omitted that 
could in the ſmalleſt degree tend to their 
preſervation or ſafety. Numberleſs diffi- 
culties aroſe from the want of a ſufficient 
number of houſes, and the great ſcarcity 
of materials for hutting the troops within 
the walls, at a ſeaſon when the monſoon 
was ſhortly expected to ſet in, was a fitua- 
tion truly critical and alarming, and coft 
us the life of many a gallant foldier. 80 
much did we confide in the near approach 
of the rainy. ſeaſon, and ſuch was our aſſu- 
rance that the enemy could not poſſibly 
think of a ſerious attack under ſo great a 
diſadvantage, that precautions againſt a

grand miſtake (which did not originate 
with Colonel Campbell) may be imputed 
our great loſs of officers and men, by be- 
ing ſo much expoſed to * e 8 fire, 
by fickneſs and deſertion.

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W A briſk fire of muſe 
ketry commenced on both ſides, and laſted 
near an hour, when the enemy retired a 
ſhort diſtance. At ſame time, a body ef 
their infantry, conſiſting of about ſeven 
hundred men, was ſeen from our out-poſt 
moving round to.our right, at the diſtance 
of two miles. At two in the afternoon, 
a great part of the force the enemy had 
to the northward, changed their ground, 
ſome to their firſt encampment, but the 
greater part took their ſtations behind the 
hills in front and on the flanks of our 
out- poſt. They ſent two guns and two 
tumbrils to their old encampment, and 
were obſerved to be buſy making faſcines 
in our neighbourhood : Rocket boys were 
alſo ſeen ſtationed on the neareſt hills. All 
theſe different movements plainly indicated 
an attack in this quarter, and that the ene- 
my had entirely laid aſide their firſt inten- 
tion of forcing, a paſſage through the he- 
zar. Of thjs Colonel Campbell was per- 
fectly convinced; and, to thoſe who had 
the honour of his confidence, he more 
than once mentioned his determination to 
withdraw the out-poſt as ſoon as it was 
dark.

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dark. But, notwithſtanding ſeveral of the 
enemy were detected, early in the night, 
creeping on their bellies within our advan- 
ced ſentinels, with an intention, as they 
confeſſed, to carry off the abbatis wh ich 
ſtopped up the entrance to the poſt ; al- 
though theſe priſoners gave information 
that a battery of four guns was completed 
on the oppoſite hill, guarded by the Euro- 
pean French battalion, and numbers of 
troops ſecreted behind all adjacent hills; 
though our out- poſt had not a ſingle ma- 
gazine for ammunition or proviſions, or 
any water; though from its diſtance from 
the fort, our guns could not afford the 
leaſt aſſiſtance or protection; though, by 
particular movements, the enemy had it 
in their power to ſurround and effectually 
cut off the whole of our troops poſted 
there (near half our force); though the 
immediate ſurrender of the remaining part, 
with the fort of Mangalor̃e, muſt have fol- 
lowed; though all theſe, and many other 
reaſons, plainly pointed out the neceſſity 
of a ſpeedy abandonment of that unfortu- 
nate poſt; yet did Colonel Campbell (re- 
OM for his Ates, and for 
| acting 
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acting ſolely from himſelf, in all trying 
and critical fituations, and I have ſeen him 
in a great many) ſacrifice his opinion to, 
I may fay, the clamours and illiberal re- 
marks of ſome of his officers whom he 
conſulted ; forgetting that, whatever might 
be their ſentiments, he alone was anſwer- 
able for the conſequences, and that, by 
adopting the opinions of others, he loſt 
the confidence of his troops, and ſported 
with the lives of as brave and gallant a 
little army as ever oppoſed an enemy. 

This evening, a detachment of fixty 
Sepoys, under the command of a ſubal- 
tern, was ſent to reinforce our out- poſt, 
where, during the night, adyanced ſen- 
tries were continually Aring. |

At nova the attack: upon our out- 
poſt commenced. ; Rockets were thrown 
from all quarters by the enemy, and im- 
mediately their battery of four guns opened 
from the oppoſite hill, and kept up a re- 
markable quick fire.

completely routed. This detachment, how= 
ever, for a ſhort time, ſtopped the pro- 
greſs of the enemy, and cauſed a ve 
of the fugitives to eſcape. The retreat of 
the Europeans of this corps of reſerve was 
by no means ſuch as might have been ex- 
pected from troops, who, on former oc- 
ceaſions, had been particularly diſtinguiſhed 
for their ſpirited behaviour, and contempt 
of danger. The unaccountable panic 
which ſeized the Sepoys, ſpread to the 
Europeans. In the rear diviſions, which 
were the moſt diſorderly, the officers 
were ſeen exerting all their influence to 
preſerve: proper regularity, and threat- 
ening deſtruction to thoſe who diſobey- 
ed, but without effect. The enemy, en- 
couraged by their ſucceſs, crouded on 
in large bodies, and ſome had the auda-

the fire from our artillery was obſerved to 
take effect, they quickly drew off to a re- 
ſpectable diſtance.

&., taken. All our other poſts were o- 
bliged to be evacuated, and the whole of 
the troops were withdrawn under cover of 
our guns.

fort, burſt, and tnortally wounded ſeveral 
men, and ſome others were lightly hurt.

_ diciouſly paſſed over, a plauſible reaſon aſ- 
ſigned for their being obliged to retreat, 
and the greateſt ſervices expected ftom 
their future good conduct.

'The 
ditch in the rear of the outereaſt gate ſome= 
what deepened {to about ten feet), and ſe- 
veral horſes were turned out of the fort for 
want of forage. 


A flag of truce was this day ſent in, 
demanding the immediate furrender of the 
fort, as we valued-out lives; that it was 
the Circar's, and belonged to the Nabob 
Tippo Sultan Bahadar, and not to us. The 
meſſenger was diſmiſſed without an an- 
ſwer. 

A palamar- boat arrived from Tillicher- 
ry. Diſpatches came ſafe to hand. They 
mentioned, that the Nabob Tippo was cer- 
tainly not with the beſtegers : That, in 
conſequence of Colonel Lang's advancing, 
he had left the army deſtined for the re- 
duction of Bedanore, and had intruſted the 
command to Mahomed Ally Caun, when 
within thirty miles of his capital; Se- 
ringapatnam.

As ſoon as our co- 
vering party, conſiſting of 40 rank and 
file, and 100 Sepoys, commanded by 2 
Captain, had paſſed the outer ſea-gate, the 
enemy took the alarm, and began a briſk

paces from that gateway. Our troops kept 
up their fire, advanced briſkly towards 
their object, and, in a ſhort time, gained 
the vidkola, aſſiſted by a well-condufed 
fire from 12 guns, eighteen, twelve, and 
nine pounders. A very heavy fire of muſ- 
ketry ſoon commenced on both ſides, and 
the enemy collected in ſuch numbers, not- 
withſtanding our formidable cannonade, 
that the loſs of many brave men would 
have been the inevitable reſult of a con- 
teſt ſo unequally maintained, had not the 
commanding officer very prudently formed 
a reſolution to retire, which he immedi- 
ately put in execution. Beſides, the ene- 
my's batteries were found to be of ſuch a 
thickneſs, as to require many hours ta le- 
vel them, with the number of workmen 
we ſent out. Embraſures for nine guns 
were counted in their grand battery, four 
plat-forms were laid, and the merlans were 
of ſuch a thickneſs as to bid defiance to 
our artillery.

my's mining; which offer of aſſiſtance was 
gratefully accepted, and the work was im- 
mediately begun. Having mentioned tha 
name of the Commandant of the &th bat- 
talion of Sepoys, it would be a want of 
candour, and the greateſt breach of juſ- 
tice, to paſs over in filence the merits of 
that valuable officer. Throughout the 
ſiege he was ever vigilant and active; pro- 
cured frequent intelligence by has great 
exertions and addreſs ; revived the droop- 
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ing ſpirits of the black troops, when borne 
down and exhauſted by fatigue and fa- 


mine ; and the whole tenor of his conduct 


die ſuch fortitude, and ſo much zeal 


for the Honourable Company's intereſt, as 


would have done honour to any rank in 
their ſervice. He, amongſt many others, 
remains to this day a ſtriking inſtance how 
ill the moſt efſential ſervices are often re- 
quited—how ſoon forgotten.

The 
firſt detachment met with ſome difficulty 
in getting over the works which ſurround- 
ed the marine yard ; but the other fally- 
ing party was not diſcovered by the ene- 
my till within ten yards of that mortar 
battery againſt-which it was ſent, nor was 
it difficult of acceſs. | 
Both detachments were ſucceſsful. Six 
mortars were ſpiked, but in ſome they did 
not exactly fit. The enemy made little 
oppoſition ;* a few were killed in the ma- 
rine yard, an European, and two or three 
black people, taken: But the enemy's re- 
treat from that mortar battery, againſt 
which the other ſallying party had been 
ſent, was ſo precipitate, that none were 
either killed or captured.

Laſt night the quarter-maſter-ſerjeant 
of the 42d regiment, having firſt robbed 
a ſoldier's wife of a little caſh, deſerted to 
the enemy. Being a ſhrewd intelligent 
fellow, every information they could poſ- 
ſibly wiſh for, reſpecting the ſtate of the 
gariſon, this mean deſpicable wretch had 
it in his power to give. Several days be- 
fore his deſertion, he was obſerved very 
frequently in our out-works, appeared care- 
fully to examine their ſituation, &c. and 
on the ſpot committed his remarks to pa- 


per : This intelligence was not brought to

A number of ſhot went 
through the gate, damaged the parapet 
over it; the defences of the north-weſt 
tower of the lower fort were much inju- 
red, and the outer ſea-gate ſuffered a little.

terruption of our ſhells: And, in Juſtice 
to our Sepoys, it is proper to mention, 
that they hourly rendered by their labour 
the moſt eſſential ſervices, during almoſt 
continual rain; and, upon every occaſion, 
ſhewed the moſt laudable zeal for the ſer- 
vice: Thoſe who particularly diſtinguiſh- 
ed themſelves, never went unrewarded. 
The enemy this day removed their ſtone 
mortars from the marine yard; two near 
the rope-walk, and two, in an oblique di- 
tection, to the left from the caſk- battery, 
about 100 yards diſtant.

He reported, that in conſequence of 
Colonel Lang's having advanced towards 
Seringapatnam, Mahomed Ally Caun had, 
on the 20th inſtant, ſet out for that capi- 
tal with three battalions of Sepoys : That 
the report of the Nabob's having left the 
army was erroneous : That his Highneſs 
ftill remained in camp, with his brother 
Kirrum Saheb ; and that the French Eu- 
ropean battalion were reduced to 300 fight- 
ing men. He alſo added, that our ſhells 
did great execution amongſt the enemy.

Noon, the enemy had made a lodges

over which they frequently fired, and kill- 
ed and wounded ſeveral of our men. 
Nothing could exceed the gallantry 
ſhewn by our troops in repulſing the ene- 
my's different attacks of this day.

Jar fort was attacked, and ſome huts fiear 
it ſet on fire by the enemy; but a few 
well- directed eannon-ſhot, and a very hea- 
vy fire of muſketry from the fort, ſoon 
obliged them to refire. 

At day- break the enemy opened artet 
patteries 42ainſt the fort and out-works; 
one of four guns in the covert - way, to the 
left of the outer eaſt- gate; one of ſeven 
guns, oppoſite the Ram Tower; two guns 
from their grand battery; 3 guns from 
their battery in front of the Durbar ; and 
two guns from their battery to the left, 
and in the rear, of the Durbar. From 
theſe ſeveral batteries (not having a ſingle 
gun te oppoſe) they kept up-a heavy and 
formidable cannonade for many hours; o- 
bliged our party in the covert-way, oppo- 
ſite the breach, to retire, moſt of the guard 
being wounded ; greatly damaged the. in- 
ner eaſt- gate, the ſouth-weſt baſtion of 
the upper fort, and various other places. 
The enemy having got poſſeſſion of the 
covert-way oppoſite the breach, inſtantly

puſhed on their work, and made a lodge- 
ment upon the counterſcarp of the ditch, 
though a number of ſhells were thrown 
amongſt them with great exactneſs. 
This morning the enemy opened alſo 
their mortar batteries, and threw. many 
ſtones into the fort.

This 
gun, placed in the fauſs-bray, oppoſite the 
inner eaſt- gate, did a good deal of damage, 
and effectually diſlodged a party of the ene- 
my. ſtationed: there, which had done us 
much injury, wounding a conſiderable 
number of our people. To. the left of 
this eighteen-pounder in the fauſs-bray, 
the black commandant of the 8th battalion 
of Sepoys (having requeſted) had permiſ- 
fron granted him to form an een e for 
a braſs fix-pounder, a gun which the Se- 
poys of a particular caſt had taken a fancy 
for, and, being exceedingly ſuperſtitious, 
conceived an idea, that as long as we had 
it in our power to fire this gun, the fort 
could never be taken. Their weakneſs was 
aloe. The commandant, at the head 
5 of 
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of a number of his followers, ſacrificed a 


goat in his little battery, ſprinkled the gun 
with the blood, and declared it invincible, 
which every Gentoo dn moſt e 
oully credited. 

The enemy, during the day, fined a ah 
rounds from their different batteries. 

The: paſſage through the wicket of the 
inner ſea- gate becoming extremely dan- 
gerous, from the enemy's having taken 
poſſeſſion of a great part of the covert- 
way oppoſite, a ſally- port was cut through 
the weſt-· curtain of the lower fort, and a 
ttench continued from thence to the outer 
ſea-gate.

my to retreat, as precipitately as their ad- 
vance had been rapid, with ſome loſs. 
The Europeans of this guard, 1 corporal, 
ſix private, did not behave well: The 

moſt timid were diſgraced. | 


The enemy, at four o'clock in the af 
ternoon, made a ſecond attack in a differ- 
ent quarter. A party of their troops crept 
into the embraſures of the towers on the 
right and left of the outer ſea-gate, and 
endeavoured to poſſeſs themſelves of that 
poſt ; but a briſk fire of muſketry from 
the 42d regiment, ſtationed on the weſtern 
curtain of the upper fort, in a ſhort time 
ruined their project, and made it neceſſary 
for them to ſeek ſpeedy ſhelter behind their 
works. Our guard ſtationed at the outer 
ſea-gate, behaved with great coolneſs un- 
der a very heavy fire. 

During this attack the commanding of- 
ficer A the guard ſtationed 'at the outer 
caſt-gate, conceiving, from the heavineſs 
of the fire, and from intelligence given 

him, 
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him, that the enemy bad made a ſerious 
attack, and were advancing to the breach, 
quitted his poſt with his party without or- 
ders, and hurried towards the fort ; but, 
finding his miſtake, inſtantly returned un- 
perceived by the enemy, and without any 
of our other poſts taking the alarm, which 
might have been attended with the 
ſerious conſequences. This officer was 
terwards tried, on the charge of quitting 
his poſt without orders, and a 
acquitted. 

This afternoon, the enemy having puſh- 
ed their trenches to the brink of the ditch, 
oppoſite the breach in the north curtain,

Tillicherry, to Colonel Campbell, and the 
Company's ſenior fervant at Mangalore,

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ver came to hand. Mr. Sibbald wrote; 
that he had forwarded a cypher ; that there 
was reaſon to believe Colonel Lang had ta- 
ken Quimentoor ; that he was marching to 
Paltriatcherry; that Mr, S. had written to 
him to puſh on to Callicut, for the purpoſe 
of going to Mangalore ; that he had writ- 
ten to Bombay and Madraſs, through a do- 
zen different channels, of the 5 of 
relieving us by ſtrong reinforcements, 
which we might expect by the end of ju- 
ly. or the beginning of Auguſt ; that let- 
ters from Madraſs, of the 1 5th April, men- 
tion 1500 Europeans being embarked for 
Mangalore; that it was thought the ſhips 
might come through the nine-degree chan- 
nel the 15th or 20th of June, and take the 
firſt favourable hill to land the troops. 
Mr. S. wrote the 8th of June, that Co- 
lonel Lang was within 20 miles of Palicat- 
cherry, his force 10, ooo regulars, 15,000 
paligars, 1, 500 horſe, and 22 pieces of 
cannon : That he had written to him not 
to loſe a moment's time in puſhing on to 
our aſſiſtance, or to attack Seringapatnam, 
which would equally rel ĩeve us: That we 
might expect reinforcements the beginni ng

of Auguſt: That, if Tippo did not enter 
the Cie. they hould be able to drive. 
the French out of- India in a few months, 
when they could employ the grand army in 
the Nabob's countfy: That a body of Ma- 
draſs troops had entered the Myſore coun- 

tty, in conſequence of which Tippo had 
quitted Mangalore, with a conſiderable part 
of the troops before that fortreſs, leaving 
Mahomed Ally Caun in command, with 
four raſſaulas (battalion*), and about the 
ſame number of moplas and peaders: That 
if we would communicate our wants, the 
Grab Cruizer ſhould be ſent up with ſup- 
plies. Both boats were this night re- 
turned for Tillicherry, and got ſafe over 
the bar.

Arrack was ſcr- 
ved out to the Europeans; tobacco to the 
Sepoys. 

The enemy's trenches ſeemed to be but 
thinly lined, and very few Europeans were 
to be ſeen. 

At four o'clock in the 1 a flag 
of truce came in with a letter addreſſed 
to Colonel Cam pbell, and ſigned Piveron 
de Morlay, —— from France to the Na- 
bob Tippo eln, mentioning, that he 
had received ſome very particular news 
from the coaſt of Coromandel, which he 
wiſhed to communicate; and advi . 
that he brought credentials reſpecting a 
peace in Europe, in which the Nabob 
Tippo was included; and requeſted that 
he (Monfieur Piveron) might be admitted 
into the fort, in order to produce his au- 
thority : That a ceſſation of arms had ta- 
ken place on the Coromandel coaſt : That 
he was charged with letters for the Go- 
vernor and Select Committee of Bombay;

Sadlier and Staunton of 
the Select Committee of Madraſs; the laſt 
of which letters the Nabob Tippo Sultan 
had enjoined him to deliver himſelf, and

troops employed on this ſervice far exceed- 
ed the ſtrength of our little garriſon, and 
they found means to intrench themſelves ſo 
expeditiouſly, that it was not . poſſible for 
the commanding officer to ſtop their pro- 
greſs, or make the leaſt effort that pro- 
miſed ſucceſs. A letter was immediately 
written to Monſieur Piveron, repreſenting 
the great inconfiſtency of making a new 
attack, at the very time that a ceſſation 
of hoſtilities was about to take place, &c. 
which letter the enemy would not receive; 
giving as a reaſon, that the French Envoy 
was coming in. Two hours elapſed, no 
Envoy came, while the enemy loſt not a 
moment in breaching the circular fort, and 
puſhing on their attack with the utmoſt 
diligence. In the forenoon a letter was 
ſent in by Monfieur Piyeron to Colonel 
Campbell, mentioning that he was on the 
point of coming to wait upon him ; when, 
hearing a heavy fire commence in a differ- 
ent quarter, and knowing the impropriety 
of proceeding till it ceaſed, he had writ- 
ten to the Nabob to that purpoſe, and 
only waited his Highneſs's reply : That 
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what the Colonel had obſerved in his an- 
ſwer to his (Monſieur Piveron's) firſt let- 
ter, relative 'to firing, and carrying on 
works during the time that a flag of truce 
was diſplayed, correſponded entirely with 
his own ideas : That he had written to 
the Nabob on the ſubject, who returned 
for anſwer, that it was wholly without his 
knowledge or approbation; which, by the 
bye, was a moſt palpable falſchood ; no 
movement, however unimportant, — no 
change, however inſignificant and trifling, 


being ever made in the diſpoſition of the 


Nabob's army, unleſs by his Highneſs's 
expreſs order and direction. F 

To this letter of the French Envoy's, 
an anſwer was immediately returned (in- 
cloſing alſo that letter which the enemy in 
the morning refuſed to accept), ſaying, 
that as hoſtilities were again commenced, 
Colonel Campbell on his part muſt alſo 
act on the. defenſive; but that, ſo ſoon as 
the enemy ceaſed firing on the oppoſite 
fide of the river, a ceſſation would be ob- 


ſerved in the fort. At one in the after- 


noon, the French Envoy, with a nume- 
rous retinue, appeared at our out-poſt, 
5 ; 19 85 and 
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and was conducted to Colonel Campbell 
by two Britiſh officers, all the guards turn- 
ing out as he paſſed. He produced a let- 
ter addreſſed to Colonel Campbell; from 
Mr. Sadlier, dated at Cuddalore the 2d Ju- 
ly, adviſing, that he was authoriſed to in- 
form the Colonel, that a treaty of peace 
had been concluded between the Courts of 
London and Verſailles, in which the Na- 
bob Tippo was included, and that the 
Marquis de Buſſy was joined to our Com- 
miſſioners to accommodate matters, and 
that all hoſtilities with the Nabob or his 
auxiliaries were immediately to ceaſe. The 
letters bore every mark of authenticity, Mr. 
Sadlier's ſignature being well known. The 
conference laſted near two hours, in which 
the French Envoy, on the. part of the Na- 
bob, declared, that his Highneſs would 
not conſent to a ceſſation of hoſtilities till 
ſuch time as the fort of Mangalore was 
delivered up ; which, of courſe we could 
not agree to.

At ſeven in the evening a letter came in 
from the French Envoy, acquainting the 
Colonel, - that the Nabob could not con- 
ſent to the terms propoſed. A letter was 
ſent back in reply ; alſo one to the com- 
manding officer of the French troops; 
and, in expectation 'of anſwers, hoſtilities 
were diſcontinued. At nine at night, while 
the enemy's flag of truce was flying, and 
waiting for the above letters, they ſprang 
a mine at the outer eaſt-gate. Two Eu- 
ropeans and two Sepoys were buricd in the 
ruins z 
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ruins; ſeveral others of the guard which 
was ſtationed there were ſeverely bruiſed, 
and our defences were totally deſtroyed; 
The enemy ſaid in excuſe, that the mine 
caught fire by accident, but none credited 
their aſſertions . It had every appearance of 
perfidiouſneſs and treachery, and the moſt 
wanton breach of faith.

Sepoys, equal in number to our 
garriſon, might be admitted into the fort, 
previous to his agreeing to a ceſſation of 
arms ; to which a negative anſwer was gi- 
ven ; remarking at ſame time, that com- 
mon politeneſs, the Colonel thought, en-. 
titled him to an anſwer from the command- 
ing officer of the French troops to that let- 
ter which was addreſſed and ſent to him on

the pleaſure of ſeeing .the Colonel, he 
would inform him more fully on the ſub- 
jet. He further faid, that the Nabob had

neſs had thought proper to wave his for- 
mer determination, with reſpect to the ad- 
miffion of 1000 or 1 500 of his (the Na- 
bob's) Sepoys, previous to his agreeing to 
a ceſfation of hoſtilities ; and that his High- 
neſs had now reſolved, in caſe the Colonel 
ſuffered 50 or 100 of his Sepoys into the

works were carried on, his Highneſs would- 
conſent to a ceſſation. At fame time, 
Monfieur Piveron obſerved, that as, in all 
probability, the Colonel would require a 
like number of men in the enemy's works 
for the above purpoſe, he doubted not he 
(Monſieur Piveron) could readily perſuade 
the Nabob to acquieſce : That he waited 
the Colonel's anſwer with the greateſt im- 
patience, when, he underſtood, the Na- 
bob would order his attendance in the fort. 
to ſettle matters more particularly; and 
hoped he ſhould not have the chagrin to 
find his mediation unſucceſsful. This was 
nearly the purport of the Envoy's letter, 
To which Colonel Campbell replied, that 
nothing would give him greater fatisfac-"_ 
tion than to come to a ſpeedy ſettlement ; 
and that the moment he. (Monſieur Pive- 
ron) appeared, hoſtilities on his part ſhould 
inſtantly ceaſe ; an example which he ex- 
pected the enemy would punctually follow. 
Notwithſtanding theſe advances towards 
a reconciliation, the enemy's mortar bat- 
teries continued playing all night upon 
the fort with unuſual violence and fuc-

He 
only demands likewiſe, that theſe ſame 
rules ſhould be obſerved with reſpect to re- 
inforcements which may have been diſ- 
patched to Colonel Campbell, and which 
will be mentioned afterwards in the article 
that treats of them. | 

The Nabob will ſend into the fort to the 
number of too of his armed Sepoys, and 
he may poſt them in the places he thinks 
moſt 1.6 299 to obſerve that nothing is 
done contrary to the ceſſation, and may 
likewiſe make them be relieved every three 
days. 

Colonel Campbell on his part may put

He 
will fix a cutwall (a clerk of the market) 
to whom the Colonel may apply for what 
beef and mutton is neceſſary ; and he will 
Pay no more than a eommon country price 
for all kinds of proviſions... He ſhall not 
be obliged to take any he thinks of bad 
quality.

Colonel Campbell had demanded of the 
Nabob the releaſe of the garriſon of Be- 
danore, General Mathews having given up 
that place to the Prince by a capitulation, 
in which it had been agreed, that he and 
his garriſon ſhould retire to one of the 
Engliſh poſſeſſions; the Nabob returns for 
anſwer, that in the articles of capitulation 
granted to General Mathews, theſe were 
the principal ones, viz. that the General 
ſhould retire with his garriſon and effects 
to one of the Engliſh poſſeſſions, and that 
he put into the hands of the Nabob all the 
people formerly belonging to the Sircar 
that were in his poſſeſſion, and all the 
jewels, effects and money, that were in the 
fort; but that General Mathews, after the 
articles of capitulation were ſettled and 
ſigned, pillaged the treaſures and ſtore- 
houſes, and cauſed to be burnt the 
accompts of the Toſcana, &c. of the 
Prince, . and did not deliver up the

on this coaſt, and to the moment of the 
ceſſation of arms, but not for that part 
which the Engliſh had made themſelves 
maſters of, and that he conſidered as ſtill 
belonging to them, though they had left 
it without defence.

bnly reſtored it to the above Rajah on con- 
dition of his paying an annual tribute, 
and conſequently it belonged to him : In 
ſhort, that he cannot look upon this Ra- 
jah, his tributary, as an Ally of the Eng- 
liſh, and that he will never uſe him as 


ſuch, but as a ſubject and a ſervant, who 


revolted, and joined himſelf in the rebel- 


lion of Shaik Ayed. After the Nabob had 


made theſe objections, Colonel Campbell 
agreed to the preſent article as follows:

He will receive 
the cuſtoms and revenues as formerly, 
without being moleſted or prevented by 
the Engliſh and their Auxiliaries: He will 
likewiſe receive at Mangalore the rights of 


the Dowan, as he did formerly.

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TENTH ARTICLE: 


Reſetting a Ceſſation of Arms on all the 
Malabar Coaſt. 


The Nabob will from this moment ceaſe 
all hoſtilities againſt the poſſeſſions, troops, 
and Auxiliaries of the King of Great Bri- 
tain, and of the Engliſh Eaſt- India Com- 
pany, on this coaſt; as likewiſe Colonel 
Campbell obliges himſelf, as being Com- 
mander in Chief of the Engliſh Forces 
on the ſaid coaſt, to make all hoſtilities 
ceaſe againſt the poſſeſſions, troops, and 
Auxiliaries of the Nabob. In general it 
is to be underſtood by this ceflation of 
arms, that the Nabob ſhall take no advan- 
tage whatever againſt the poſſeſſions, troops, 
or Auxiliaries of the Engliſh. On the o- 
ther hand, the Engliſh and their Auxili- 
aries ſhall take no advantage whatever 
againſt the poſſeſſions, troops, or Auxilia- 
ries of the Nabob on this coaſt.

The Na- 
bob likewiſe will give, as hoſtages, two of 
his officers to Colonel Campbell.

The preſent agreement ſhall be Gened 
and executed in quadruplicate, in the Mah- 
rattah and Engliſh languages: It ſhall like- 
wiſe be made in quadruplicate in the French 
language: And beſides theſe being ſigned 
by the Nabob and Colonel Campbell, they 
ſhall be alſo ſigned by Monſieur Piveron de 
Morlay, Envoy from France with the 
Prince, who has been on this occaſion the 
mediator betwixt the Nabob and Colonel 
Campbell, and witneſs to the articles which 
they have reſpectively agreed to. One copy 
of each of theſe ſhall be given to the Na- 
bob ; another to Colonel Campbell ; ano- 
ther, in French, ſhall be ſent to the Mar- 
quis de Buſſy; and another ſhall remain in 
the hands of Monſieur Piveron.

The French Envoy this morning came 
into the fort, and, at ten o'clock, accom- 
panied Colonel Campbell to the Nabob's 
Durbar, where were preſent all his princi- 
pal Officers, and introduced the Colonel 
to his Highneſs, who gave him a moſt 
polite and gracious reception, as well as 
thoſe officers by whom the Colonel was at- 
tended, and preſented each with a ſhaul. 

A complimentary converſation paſſed 
between the Nabob and Colonel Camp- 
bell, in which his Highneſs declared the 
. to be the braveſt and moſt able

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Officer he had ever fought againſt, and his 


troops the moſt courageous and beſt diſci- 
plined that he ſuppoſed could be found in 
the Engliſh ſervice: That he felt the 
higheſt ſatisfaction at the pleaſing proſ- 
pects of a ſpeedy and laſting peace with a 
nation ſo truly great and powerful as the 
Engliſh, and from whoſe friendly and cor- 
dial alliance he anticipated to himſelf the 
moſt perfe& gratification and advantage : 
That, for the preſent, as none were more 
highly deſerving, ſo he would convince the 
Colonel that ſuch were his real fentiments, 
by taking every means to render the ſitu- 
ation of his troops a comfortable and eli- 
gible one, after their very great fatigues 
and danger, from which they had juſtly 
derived praiſe the moſt glorious, —honour 
that could never die. 

The Colonel, with a grave countenance, 
gave his Highneſs in return a moſt com- 
plete anſwer in the complimentary way, 
and acquitted himſelf with great eclat. 
He acknowledged his troops good ; but at 
the ſame time begged the Nabob to con- 
ſider the very great advantage of being 
poſſeſſed of ſo ſtrong a fortreſs as Manga» 

OS + lore, 
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lore, and its being attacked at a ſeafon 
ſo unfavourable to the neceſſary operations 

of a ſiege, which alone, the Colonel de- 
clared, was an obſtacle not to be ſur- 
mounted. With various other ſhrewd 
complimentary remarks, the Colonel con- 
cluded with expreſſing his aſtoniſhment at 
the very ſpirited and reſolute exertions 
which his Highneſs's troops had made to- 
wards the reduction of the fort; and aſſu- 
red the Nabob, that whatever praiſe might 
fall to the lot of the beſieged, his High- 
neſs's bold and intrepid attempt to reduce 
ſo ſtrong a fortreſs as Mangalore, at ſuch 
an unfavourable ſeaſon, and under ſo many 
diſadvantages, with the extraordinary rapid 
progreſs made in ſo ſhort a time, would 
ever be a matter of the greateſt ſurpriſe and 
wonder; the higheſt encomiums mult fol- 


low; and, if it were poſſible to increaſe 


his Highneſs's military fame and reputa- 
tion, this laſt attempt would add brilliancy 
and luſtre to his univerſally allowed emi- 
nent and ſhining character as a ſoldier. — 
The Nabob, during the Colonel's reply, 
ſeemed far otherwiſe than diſpleaſed; but 
it could plainly be perceived, "of his _— 
ne 
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neſs conſidered a great part of it as mere 
compliment, which (by the bye) was not 
very ſurpriſing.

An officer was diſpatched to Tillicherry 
for proviſions, the Nabob having agreed to 


permit 
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permit of their being landed: But, on the 
arrival of the ſupplies, his Highneſs uſed 
various pretences to prevent their admiſ- 
ſion into the fort, and plainly diſcovered 
that his intention was to ſtarve the gar- 
riſon; for although his bezar furniſhed 
freſh meat and country arrack, yet the eſ- 
ſential articles of a Sepoy's diet, rice, doll, 
(a ſpecies of pea) ghee (an indifferent kind 
of butter), &c. were not to be purchaſed, 
which made it neceſſary to break in upon 
our own ſtock, that by the articles of ceſ- 
fation ought to have remained untouched. 


OCTOBER 3. 


A principal civil ſervant of the Honour- 
able Company's, arrived from Tillicherry, 
came on ſhore, and paid a viſit to the Na- 
bob. The 6th he ſet out for Bombay, 
and had the ſtrongeſt aſſurances from his 
Highneſs that the ſupplies which were ar- 
rived from Tillicherry ſhould immediately 
be landed, and admitted into the fort. 
Our excurſions from the garriſon began 
to be curtailed, and we met with much 
moleſtation and infolence from the Nabob's

Brizadiergeneral Macleod andi his 
efforts to get the proviſions landed ineffec- 
tual, and the Nabob behaving otherwiſe 
inconſiſtently, and in a very equivocal man- 
ner, delaying, under various pretences, his 
journey to Seringapatnam, took his leave 
of the Nabob, and embarked for Tilli- 
cherry, to collect (as was ſuppoſed) a force 
equal to the relief of the garriſon, then on 
half allowance of ſalt proviſions. From 
the ſcarcity of firewood, directed to cook 
but once a-day; and not permitted to pa 
beyond our advanced centinels. 


OCTOBER 21. 


Since the gth inſtant the enemy have 
been bufily employed in repairing their 
old works, and erecting new batteries in 
every direction, which they very frequently 
attempted to do by ſtealth previous to Bri- 
gadier-general Macleod's departure.

At day-break two fleets of veſſels ap- ap- 
peared, one from the northward, the other 
from the ſouthward, both ſtanding for this 
place. As the day advanced, more ſhips 
were ſeen, with a number of boats; and, 
in the afternoon, a great part were anchor- 
ed in the road. We were confident that 
this was the long- wiſhed- for reinforce- 
ment, and that we ſhould be ſpeedily re- 
lieved. Every neceſſary arrangement was 
made in the garriſon to facilitate the land- 
ing of the troops, which we all waited for 
with the utmoſt anxiety and impatience. 
The ſhips of war took their ſtations ſo as 
to cover, in the moſt effectual manner, 
the boats employed on this ſervice. The 
garriſon lay on their arms : The fignal was 
made that the troops would land to the 
ſouthward. They were diſcovered in the 
boats ; every movement promiſed a ſpeedy 
attack. Confidence and joy appeared in 
every countenance. Even the poor, well” 
emaciated convaleſcent, tottering under the 
weight of his firelock, boldly ſtood forth 
to offer what feeble aid his melancholy 
ſtate admitted of. But how great the

change]! In a moment all. was ; deſpair ; 
every ſpirit was diſtreſſed, Our cool and 
intrepid Commander could ſcarce conceal 
| from his deſponding troops his feelings on 

the occaſion. Full of indignation at ſuch 
ungenerous treatment, he lamented that 
the honourable rank which he bore in his 
Majeſty's ſervice ſubjected him to the or- 
ders of a ſet of men, who could ſo ſoon 
forget the eſſential ſervices rendered by the 
little army under his command, and aban- 
don it to deſtruction. Every officer ſpoke 
mutiny; every ſoldier was outrageous. 
The poor feeble convaleſcent in filence 
crawled back to his hoſpital, to breathe its 
putrid air, and join his unfortunate expi- 
ring comrades in uttering curſes againſt 
thoſe in power who occaſioned their de- 
plorable ſituation, and who were the cauſe 
of their untimely deaths. 


It was agreed that the garriſon ſhould 


have a ſupply of one month's proviſion ; 
but, on being examined, it was found to 
conſiſt of no more than twenty day's rice, 
and nearly one month's beef, arrack, and 
biſcuit. This great deficiency in the moſt 
eſſential article of our proviſions was truly 


alarming, 
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alarming, particularly as all our doll, ghee 
and ſalt, was expended; a very great ſcar- 
city of firewood ; no kind of refreſhments 
* the officers allowed admittance into 
the fort; our hoſpitals crowded, on an 
improper diet; and the whole of our troops 
in a weakly ſtate. In this lamentable ſitu- 
ation, moſt of the ſhips and veſſels got un- 
der way the iſt of December, and made 
ſail to the ſouthward. The veſſel on board 
which was Brigadier- general Macleod, 
ſeeming to be prepared to take her depar- 
ture alſo, a ſignal was made from the gar- 
riſon, “that we were on bad terms with 
the Nabob, and wiſhed' to be ſupported,” 
and, afterwards, ** that we could hold out 
« no longer.” Both theſe ſignals being 
anſwered by the General's ſhip, and ſeen 
by the whole fleet, they continued their 
_ courſe; and, on the ad of December, the 
General's veſſel, having firſt made the ſig- 
nal of . ſpeedy ſuccours arriving,” made 
fail to the fouthward alſo,

Our proviſions being nearly d 
it two thirds allowance was ordered to 
be iſſued to the garriſon. The ſcurvy be- 
gan to make great havock amongſt the 
troops, ſeveral, both Europeans and Se- 
poys, dying daily of that diſorder. The 
Sepoys particularly were ſo much exhauſt- 
ed by their ſcanty diet, that above half of 
them were in the hoſpital, numbers in a 
convaleſcent ſtate, and few able to do duty. 
During this diſtreſs, no bezar was furniſh- 
ed by the Nabob, 'a few days excepted, 
when his Highneſs did permit a ſmall 
quantity of doll, ghee and falt, to be ſent 
into the fort, which was bought up in an 
inſtant by our poor half-famiſhed Sepoys, 
at twenty times its value. This the Na- 
bob did with a view to affert hereafter, 
that he had ſupplied the garriſon with theſe 
articles; as the reaſon his Highneſs aſſign- 
ed for not allowing doll, ghee, falt, &c. 
to be landed ſa the other proviſions, was,

inſult, inſomuch, that they were with dif- 


| ficulty perſuaded to lend their aſſiſtance to 
convey the provions to the Commiſſarys 
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ſtorehouſe. Colonel Campbell's repeated 
promiſes of relief, and his publiſhing in 
orders on the 26th inſtant, that his intel- 
ligence led him to believe, that above one 
third of the Nabob's army had joined that 
under the command of Brigadier-general 
Macleod, who was at that inſtant advan- 
Ccing to the relief of the garriſon, and at 
no great diſtance ;—this piece of informa- 
tion being made public, the very day be- 

fore Brigadier- general Macleod arrived by

bark on board the boats provided for their 
reception. But ſhould it be neceſſary for 
them to go by land, they are to march to 
the northern banks of the ſouth branch 
of the river, where tents are to be pitched 
on a convenient ſpot, appointed by the 
Nabob, and boats to be immediately got 
ready fer croſſing the light baggage and 
troops as ſoon as poſſible. The Nabob 
will alſo furniſh biggaries, tonies for croſ- 
ſing the rivers, and every. other aſſiſtance 
wanted. This to be conſidered in its ful- 
leſt latitude, (hag there may be no impedi- 
| ment 
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ment to the troops during the whole courſe 
of the e ns wa in its Toad 
latitude. 


ARTICLE . 


No private or publie baggage of any 
kind whatever, to be ſearched or plunder- 
ed.—Agreed to in its fulleſt latitude. 


ARTICLE X. 

The former ivhabitants of this place 
who have put themſelves under the Ho- 
nourable Eat India Company's protection, 
and wiſh to go along with the troops, to 
be conſidered as followers of the army, and 
therefore not to be in the ſmalleſt reſpect 
2 —Agreed to in its aeg latitude. 


ARTICLE Xt. 


The Nabob will ſend what W 
ants he thinks neceſſary to ſettle all quar- 
rels, irregularities, or diſturbances, and 
to ſee that every thing is regularly conduct- 
ed, as purported in the above articles. All 
boats, bullocks, tents, laſcars, biggaries, 
, doolies, &c. furniſhed by the Nabob, will 
be delivered over to them upon their arri-

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val at Tillicherry, and the fulleſt ſatisfac- 
tion will be given for all irregularities 
committed by any of his Britannic Ma- 
jeſty's, or the Honourable Eaſt India Com- 
pany's troops, or their followers. — Agreed

ARTICLE XII. 


If the Nabob cannot furniſh boats ſuf. 
ficient for every thing propoſed to be car- 
ried by the articles of capitulation, and-as 
there are veſſels belonging to the Honour- 
able Company arrived in the harbour, the 
Nabob's boats to be employed in carrying 
off the fick, ſtores and baggage, to thoſe 
veſſels; after which are fully loaded, the 
Nabob's boats to be employed in carrying 
to Tillicherry what remains of the garri- 
ſon, ſtores and baggage, as purported in 
the foregoing articles.—Agreed to in its 
fulleſt latitude. |

Two veſſels appeared from the ſouth- 
ward, when Captains Wolſeley and Dunn 
were deputed to the Nabob, to endeavour 
to prevail on his Highneſs to allow a boat 
to be ſent off, which was complied with. 


Both the above Gentlemen went on board 


the Sullivan Eaſt Indiaman, where was 
Colonel Gordon, who commanded in Bri- 
gadier- general Macleod's abſence, he ha- 
ving ſailed for Bombay. Colonel Gor- 
don's intention was to throw in another 
month's proviſion into the fort: But, 
previous to the propoſal of articles of ca- 
pitulation to the Nabob, his Highneſs had 
declared to Colonel Campbell, that though 
at the earneſt requeſt of Brigadier- general 
' Macleod he had admitted. into the fort 
one month's proviſion more than the 3d 
article of ceſſation obliged him to, that 
for the future he was determined not to ac- 
quieſce in any fimilar requifition,—an in- 
dulgence we could not expect; but had 
finally reſolved to abide ſtrictly by the 
2d article of ceſſation; conſequently not 
allow the admiſſion of , any proviſions, 


except 
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except what were purchaſed in his on 
bezar. 

Colonel Gordon received from Captains 
Wolſely and Dunn every information he 
could deſire reſpecting the ſtate of the gar- 
riſon, and immediately diſpatched expreſſes 
to Cannanore and Tillicherry, for all the 
ſhipping and ſmall- craft that could be 
collected, in order to prevent any part of 
the garriſon's being neceſſitated to go by 
land to either of the above places.

Our gallant Commander finding his 
health on the decline, was obliged to quit 
the army on the, 19th of February, and 
proceed for Bombay, where he arrived the 
13th of March 1784, and died of a con- 
ſumption the 23d of the ſame month, uni- 
verſally lamented, 

To attempt a panegyric on this brave 
and noble officer would be to do his me- 
mory an injuſtice. I know not words 
ſufficiently ſtrong and expreſſive to convey 
an idea of his juſt merits: His brilliant 
actions ſpeak beſt for themſelves ; and as 
long as the gallant defence of Mangalore is 
recorded in the annals of hiſtory, fo long 


will our beloved Commander ſtand high 
on the liſt of thoſe Officers moſt diftinguiſh- 
ed for their zeal, valour, and exemplary 
conduct,

Tux fort being now cloſely inveſted, 
and the exertion of every perſon abſolutely 
neceſlary, the Commander in Chief wiſh- 
ing to ſhow lenity to all offenders belong- 
ing to the garriſon now confined, hoping 
they will take this opportunity of regain- 
ing their characters by their utmoſt exer- 
tions, pardons the crimes they have com- 
mitted, and hereby orders them to be re- 
leaſed, and to return to their duty in their 
former ſtations. The black officers of 
the 3d battalion, now under an arreſt on 
ſuſpicion of cowardice during the attack 
of this place, are alſo pardoned, in hopes 
that they will regain their credit in the 
defence of it. 

The defence of an 1 ſtations being 
now allotted to the reſpective corps, they 
will employ their time in ſtrengthening

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their poſts, by making proper banquettes, 
abbatis, and ditches, &c. in front of their 


reſpective poſts, The commanding offi- 


cers of thoſe poſts will apply to the Engi- 


neer for what tools they may want, but 


muſt give poſitive orders reſpecting their 


being taken care of.

If they have not any to com- 
plain of, to acquaint all thoſe Sepoys who 
are too great cowards to fight in defence of 
their colours, their country, and their 
maſters, whoſe pay they have ſo long re- 
eeived, that, if they give in their names, 
they ſhall have permiſſion to join a ſet 
equally daſtardly and cowardly as them- 
ſelves, that none may remain in the fort, 
but thoſe gallant men who deſpiſe dan- 
ger, and can brave hardſhips ; to tuch eve- 
ry encouragement ſhall be given, and every 
attention paid,” that our preſent fituation 
admits of. No working parties to-mor- 
row, that the Sepoys may be collected, 
and the orders literally and pointedly ex- 
plained ; a circumſtance that the Com- 
mander in Chief hopes, if not formerly, 
may in future be ſtrictly attended to. Af- 
ter the above enquiry has been made, the 
commanding officers will take the trouble 
to call at Head - Quarters with their black 
commandants, and report the anſwer.

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The commanding officers of corps will 
diminiſh their guards ſo as not to mount 
more than one third of their effectives, di- 
miniſhing thoſe poſts moſt that are of leaſt 
conſequence. 

All camp-colour-men to do duty, and 
as few orderlies to be allowed in the differ- 
ent battalions as poſſible. 

At ſun-ſet every evening, a patrole, con- 
ſiſting of 1 ſerjeant, 1 corporal, 8 privates; 
1 havildar, 1 naig, 10 Sepoys, to be ſent 
from the guard of Europeans at the eaſt- 
gate, and from the main-guard, to the low 
ground on the right of the caſk-battery, in 
order to ſend in all ſoldiers and Sepoys they 
may find there not belonging to the guard;

Tres 9.—The guards in future not to 


-mount till fix o'clock ;' and all officers 
commanding guards and out-poſts to em- 
brace the firſt fair moment, after mount- 
ing, to poſt their men in the different poſi- 
tions neceſſary to take in caſe of an attack 
from any quarter, pointedly explaining to 


the men their reaſons for thoſe different 
poſitions, which will make them, as well 


as the officers, perfectly maſters of what 
they are about, and, by that means, avoid 
the noiſe and confuſion that muſt otherwiſe 


happen on thoſe occaſions. For the pur- 
poſe of ſecuring the flanks of thoſe batta- 
lions in the fauſs-bray, the iſt battalion 


of grenadiers will, when they fall in at 
their alarm-poſt, form a face to the right 
ſo as to flank the whole ſouthern curtain; 
the 8th battalion in like manner upon their 


left flanking the northern curtain. The 


principal 
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principal attention of the iſt battalion of 
Sepoys to be in ſupporting the eaſt- gate 
and defending the ditch. 

The battalions to be practiced every fair 
morning in the different modes of defence 
their alarm- poſts require; that of reſer- 
ving their fire, and charging their bayo- 
nets, ought to be practiced upon all occa- 
ſions, and every means taken to give the 
Sepoys confidence in that weapon, being 
almoſt the only one that a ſoldier ought 
to truſt in; that of firing without a poſi- 
tive order from an officer, he being the only 
judge when it is proper, ſhould be entirely 
aboliſhed, and ought to be deſpiſed, being 
practiced by no troops but ſuch a cow- 
ardly ſet as we have now to deal with. 

The Chief Engineer having reported to 
the Commander in Chief, that his tilers, 
and other people belonging to him, are 
carried away by force from the work they 
are ſet about, to repair officers barracks, 
&c. the Colonel deſires that the officers | 
will not countenance ſuch irregularities ; 
but when any of the Engineer's people are 
wanted, a proper application may be made 
for them to the Chief Engineer, who 

5 n 
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will readily give every aſſiſtance in his 
power. Two pioneers from each of the 
corps of Sepoys to attend the Quarter- 
maſter of that brigade. | 

The Colonel is ſurpriſed to find, that 
the orders reſpecting the iſſuing of one 
month's pay to' the troops have not been 
complied with by any corps but Captain 
Napier's and Lieutenant Diſney's. All o- 
ther corps are therefore ordered to ſend in 
their abſtracts immediately to the Pay- 
maſter. The different corps will likewiſe 
give in abſtracts for the uſual allowance 
given to the troops on the King's birth- 
day. 

Pri 11. The additional gunners from 
the 42d regiment and Captain Napier's 
corps will join their battalions. The re-

The violence of the weather affectin g 
the. out-works every night, the officers 
and non-commiſſioned officers command- 
ing the different guards will every morn-

_e diſtricts, who will acquaint the 
Chief 
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Chief Engineer in writing therewith, that 
it may be repaired in time. 


10 12.— The black commandant of 
the 8th battalion of Sepoys having this 
day waited upon the Commander in Chief, 
by the deſire of all the black officers of the 
iſt and 8th battalions, expreſſing their 
knowledge of the many works that are re- 
quiſite for the defence of this place, and 
the few people there are to execute them, 
had therefore deſired him to offer their ſer- 
vices in digging deep trenches round each 
of the principal out-works, which will 
effectually prevent the enemy's mining in 
thoſe quarters; the Colonel highly ap- 
proves of ſo laudable and ſpirited a propo- 
ſal, and thankfully accepts of their meri- 
torious offer. He will order the lines to 
be marked out, and acquaint them when 
it will be neceſſary for them to begin; 
and will likewiſe be happy in giving chem 
every aſſiſtance in his power. 


The ſcarcity of beef now renders it ne- 
ceſſary for the troops to be put upon half 
allowance: The Commiſſary will there- 
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fore only iſſue it at that rate till further or- 
ders. 


Jux 14.— The Commander in Chief 
was much pleaſed with the ſpirit and regu- 
lar behaviour of both the ſoldiers and Se- 
poys that compoſed the party which made 
the ſally this morning upon the enemy's 
trenches, and particularly that of the ſer- 
jeant who commanded it. He aſſures the 
troops, that on all ſervices whatever, ſuch 
cool, ſteady, and regular conduct not only 
enſures ſucceſs, but muſt in a great mea- 


ſure prevent the loſs end ſuſtained from 
4 contrary conduct. 


JUNE 1 e e in Chief 
ofters his = thanks to both the officers 
and ſoldiers who ſo gallantly 'fignalized 
themſelves in completely executing the im- 
portant ſervice they were employed on. 
His particular thanks are due to Captains 
Grant be Dunn, who commanded the ſe- 
parate parties: The inferior officers in their 
reſpective ſtations, highly merit his ſingu- 

lar notice. 

He felt great pleaſure (being a ſpectator) 
at the cool, ſteady, and regular behaviour 
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of that detachment under the command 
of 'Captain Dunn, as well in retiring as 
advancing. 

le is extremely ſorry to underſtand from 
Captain Grant, that the detachment of the 
King's troops under him behaved ſo irre- 
gularly, and ſo much from under com- 
mand, that had they met with more reſiſt- 
ance, it might have occaſioned the failure 
of the expedition. The Colonel is apt 
to ſuſpect, that ſuch unſteady and irregular 
behaviour muſt proceed from fear, and can 
look upon thoſe who behaved as repreſent- 
ed in no other light than that of cowards. 
Their officers know them, and of courſe will 
take proper notice of them until an oppor- 
tunity offers for their regaining their cha- 
racers. The ſhameful behaviour of theſe 
Europeans, honours the Sepoys under the 
command of Lieutenant Buchanan and En- 
ſign Rodwell with the principal merit of 
the ſucceſs of the attempt. 

The behaviour of Iſaac Izrael, the havil- 
dar, who commanded the advanced guard 
of Sepoys in Captain Dunn's detachment, 
was ſo gallant, and in every reſpect fo high- 
ly proper, that the Commander in Chief 

M 2 ſtrongly 
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ſtrongly recommends to Captain Bowles, 
commanding the Bombay brigade, to ap- 
point him a ſupernumerary temidar, and 
to ſucceed to the firſt vacancy. The Co- 
lonel aſſures him his recommendation for 
the confirmation of this appointment ſhall 
be ſtrongly ſupported. 

It is recommended to all officers to make 
themſelves perfect maſters of the ſituation 
of the enemy's works, the ground round, 
and the roads leading to them, that ſhould 
it be the lot of any particular individual to 
be ſent on a like ſervice in future, he may 
be the better able to regulate his conduct, 
and by that means be more likely to enſure 
ſucceſs with leaſt loſs.

Jux 20.— The Commander in Chief 
was much ſurpriſed this day to underſtand, 
that, notwithſtanding the repeated and 
pointed injunctions reſpecting the general 
orders of the day being regularly read, and 
particularly explained to both ſoldiers and 
Sepoys, that even officers were ignorant of 
orders iſſued two days ago. He therefore 
aſſures the officers (but hopes that they nor 
any others will again be guilty of the fame 

neglect) , that ſhould the like a ſecond time 
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happen, they may depend on being put 
under an arreſt for . diſobedience of or- 


ders, the fault reſtin g ſolely with them- 
ſelves. 

. Healſfo thinks it proper to mention, that 
the utmoſt alertneſs is abſolutely neceſſary 
to be obſerved by thoſe troops on duty; 
and hopes that the commanding. officers of 
corps haye both the officers and men of 
their reſpective battalions in ſuch a fitua- 
tion as to be ready to turn out on the ſhort- 
eſt notice. 

The Colonel likewiſe 0 that the 
whole troops may be pointed in being at 
their alarm poſts at, or rather before, the 
hour appointed. Should it rain at that 
time, the troops may ſit in their huts with 
their arms in their Hanes; unleſs 1 in caſe of 
an alarm. 

The bullocks now remaining,. to 8 re- 
ſerved for the uſe of the hoſpital ; and the 
troops doing duty to receive half allowance 
of ſalt proviſions every ſecond day. The 
different corps to indent to the Commiſſary 
for tobacco, at the rate of half a ſeer for 
8 Sepoy or laſcar.

1 22 The following rules to be 
obſerved by the garriſon in caſe a flag of 
truce appears in the enemy's lines. — The 
commanding officer in front of whoſe poſt 
it appears, is inſtantly to acquaint the 
Commander in Chief therewith, and to 
ſhew a white flag, ſignifying to the enemy 
that it is obſerved. Should the, flag of 
truce attempt to advance, he is to make 
fignals for them not to come beyond their 
own lines, which ſhould they not obſerve, 
he is to enforce by firing a muſket in the 
air over the flag. From the time the flag 
ſhews itfelf till it is anſwered and re- 
turns to its lines, no perſon is to. fire a 
ſhot from any quarter; and all officers and 
non-commiſſioned officers © commanding 
-poſts in the out-works, muſt be anſwer- 


-able that they do not allow 'any perſon 


whatever to be gazing over the works in 
their charge; and the ſentinels poſted on 
the ramparts to allow no -perſon to come 
near their poſts, or to look over any part 
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of the works, until the flag has received 
its anſwer and returned. The perſon ſent 
out to meet the flag, will a& according to 
the inſtructions he receives. If to bring 
in the flag, to meet. it half way towards 
the enemy's works, blindfold the perſon, 
and bring him to Head-quarters, without 
allowing any perſon to ſpeak to him, and 
ſending back all the other attendants to 
their lines. If his inſtructions are to diſ- 
miſs him, he will of courſe give the per- 
ſon carrying the flag his anſwer, and re- 
turn him to his lines. 

A childiſh cuſtom having been practiſed 
by part of this garriſon, of ſpeaking and 
making ſignals to the enemy over the walls, 
which is not treating them with proper 
contempt, and conſequently demeaning 
ourſelves, ſuch unbecoming practices are 


therefore abſolutely forbid. 


No ſoldiers or Sepoys to be allowed to 
go up the ſteps on either ſide the outer 
ſea- gate, unleſs duty calls them there: 
And the guard poſted in the tower to the 
left of the outer eaſt- gate, is to allow none 
to paſs that way along the covert-way : 
Nor is the guard in the ſouth-weſt tower 
of 
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of the covert way to ſuffer any to paſs that 
way towards the outer ſea-gate. Theſe 
orders to be ſtrictly attended to. The of- 
ficers and non-commiſſioned officers at 
thoſe poſts muſt be anſwerable for any ne- 
glect that happens in future, 


Brigade- major Wolſeley for the FRE 
will take his duty in the line as Captain. 


Joux 23.— That the troops may be bet- 
ter acquainted with, and get ſooner to their 
alarm-poſts, the officers commanding bat- 
talions will allot particular companies, or 
particular men, as they judge moſt pro- 
per, for the different ſtations in their 
poſts, where thoſe companies or men fo 
ſtationed are inſtantly to fly on the ſmalleſt 
alarm, without waiting either for their of- 
ficers, or the parading of their companies. 
By this means that confuſion almoſt una- 
voidable in a dark night, will be in a great 
meaſure reifked. Each individual alfo, 
knowing his own ground, will, if a ban- 
quette is neceſſary, raiſe one for himſelf. 
If he finds himſelf too high, or too much 
expoſed, will naturally lower it.

enemy may make them; and deſires that 


the commanding officers of the different 
poſts will not only give, but ſee obeyed 
alſo, the ſtricteſt orders to prevent that in- 


tercourſe which at preſent ſubſiſts between 


our troops and thoſe of the enemy, by 
punctually attending to the orders of the

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own conduct. Where a perſon could not 
with ſafety ſhew himſelf during the conti- 
nuance of hoſtilities, he ought not now.

Any ſoldier or 
Sepoy found improperly dreſſed, to be re- 
turned to his quarters, and another ordered 
in his room. The paſſes to be delivered 
to the party, after being reviewed, and to 
be returned to the ſerjeant- major at retreat- 
beating, who will immed iately deliver them 
to the adjutant: And all abſentees to be re- 
ported, if not returned at evening __ 
firing. | 
The officers and ee e offi 
cers to be anſwerable for the good beha- 
viour of the detachment : And if any ſol- 
dier or Sepoy belonging to it attempts to 
{ell or give away his paſs, without permiſ- 
ſion from the commanding officer of his 
corps, he will be moſt ſeverely puniſhed. 
The 1ſt article of ceſſation reſpecting 
the diſpoſition of the troops, points out 
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the ſhore as the route they are to take, in 


thelr excurſions they are therefore Oy 
to adhere to it. 


The officers having permiſſion to take 


any route, will alfo attend to what is men- 


tioned reſpecting examining the enemy's 
lines, and avoid as much as poſſible giving 
the leaſt cauſe of ſuſpicion or offence. 

The Colonel would wiſh that each corps 
ſhould always have one third of their men 
in the garriſon, excluſive of thoſe upon 
duty; and whatever orderlies, &e. attend 
thoſe officers who go without the lines, 
will take care always to return at the ſame 
time the officers do over whom they 
mount. | 

From the great indulgence allowed by 
the Nabob to this garriſon, the Colonel 
hopes they will convince his Highneſs 
that they merit it, as well as they do the 
great praiſe he gives them, for their gal- 
lant behaviour in the defence of this place. 

All work being now ſet aſide, and moſt 
of the men off duty in the day-time, 
commaniding officers of corps will imme- 
diately eſtabliſh the neceſſary drills, and 


in a little time the Colonel will endeavour 


to 
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to have ground allowed for the exerci- 
ſing and manceuvring of a whole battalion ; 
and he expects to ſee every ſoldier and Se- 
poy dreſſed as clean and as much like ſol- 
- diers as the ſituation of their clothes and 
quarters will admit. Thoſe off duty, when 
walking about the garriſon, are conſtantly 
to wear their {ide arms; the appearance of 
the men will evidently ſhew the attention 
paid them by their reſpective officers. 

As a bezar will be eſtabliſhed this day on 
the covert-way to the weſt of the fort, all 
the troops not having paſſes are poſitively 
forbid, on pain of ſevere puniſhment, to 

paſs the out-poſts, except thoſe attending 
as orderlies, &c : And to prevent any o- 
thers having the ſmalleſt excuſe for being 
beyond the out-poſts without a paſs, even 
thoſe men who carry proviſions for the 
guard in the enemy's trenches, are to have 
paſſes from their reſpective adjutants. 

The commanding officer of the out- 
poſt will examine every paſs; and if any 
forgeries are diſcovered, he will inſtantly 
confine the perſon preſenting them, and 
ſend him priſoner to the main-guard. The 
ſurgeons mult alſo regulate their hoſpitals; 
| * ſo 
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ſo as no end of the above orders can 


happen. in thei department, They may. 
ſign paſſes for thoſe under their Preity.

None of the guards (except thoſe ſta- 
tioned at the out- poſts) are to load; and 
the commanding officers of corps are par- 
ticularly enjoined to examine frequently 
the ſtate of their ammunition, and ſtrictly 
put in force their orders for its preſerva- 
tion.

The Colonel, relying on the bravery and 
ardent zeal which the whole garriſon have 
conſtantly ſhewn upon every occaſion ſince 
the commencement of the fiege, is con- 
vinced that their future conduct will not 
only fully juſtify the high encomiums the 
Governor and Select Committee of Bom- 
bay have thought proper to confer upon 
the garriſon, but will alſo merit his ſincere 
and laſting thanks: And he hopes, although 
frequent deſertions have lately happened a- 
mongſt the Sepoys, that thoſe of the iſt 
and 8th battalions, &c. have a juſt ſenſe 
of the cowardice and meanneſs of thoſe 
men who have deſerted” their colours, and 
entered into a moſt deſpicable and miſerable 


| fervice; the high rewards the enemy hold 


out for their encouragement being only fo 
many ſnares to inveigle them into flavery, 
never meaning to comply with the promi-- 
ſes they make when once they have got 
them into their poſſeſſion. 

On the return of the fleet, money is ex- 
pected in order to pay off (as far as the ſum 
will admit) the arrears due to the garriſon;
